Philadelphia, Jan. 22.-—In a panic j 


following a cry of fire in St. Paul's j 
colored Baptist church, Sunday night, 
eighteen 
persons 
were 
killed and 


more than fifty were injured. The 
services were being held on the sec- 
ond floor of the building. A defective 
flue set fire to the chimney, causing 
smoke to issue through, the crevices In 
the floor near the pulpit. The room 
•was^well filied at the time and the cry 
of "fire," coupled with the sight of the 
smoke, threw the congregation into a 
panic. A rush was made for the stairs 
despite the efforts of Rev. F. W. John- 
son, the pastor, to allay the fears of 
the frenzied people. All wanted to get 
out at once, and men, women and chil- 
dren alike wcr« knocked down and 
trampled upon by those pushing from 
behind. The stairway to the first floor 
had one sharp turn in it, and tho 
frightened people became so tightly 
wedged in the bend of the stairs that 
tie frail wooden balustrade s&f& "way, 
precipitating utany to the first floor. 
Th.9 crash and the screams ana 
shriefes of women and children add- 


ed to U.e fj-enay of those above. They 
did" not stop in their onward rush to 
got out 
Notwithstanding the wide 


open doors on the first floor leading 
to the stvefet, the crush was so great 
that IS persons had tile life stamped 
out of them before the panic was 
ended. 


A general alarm was sent in for am- 


bulances, firemen and policemen. In 
the meaatime the greatest confusion 
reigned. 
Men and women ran about 


the streets calling for missed loved 
ones. A great crowd gathered and the 
work of rescue was promptly started. 
Dead and injured were qaicldy taken 
to hospitals and nearby bouses. The 
fire was only trifling, the flames being 
extinguished before the firemen ar- 
rived. 


Following the collection there was 


to have been a baotism of a man and 
wife. Some of the colored 
people, 


owing to the lateness of the evening, 
had left the church, and others were 
about to go. As the pastor was ar~ 
ranging the pulpit preparatory to be- 
ginning the baptismal service, & wom- 


an In one of the front rows gave a 5o«d 
shriek of "fire." Instantly all about 
her were on their feat looking for th« 
blaze. There vrcre no flames in sight, 
but those near the pulpit smelled 
smoke and starwd down the aisle to- 
ward the pulpit Then followed a half- 
dozen cries of "fire" and the whole con- 
gregation became panic-stricken. The 
pastorbytais time realized the serious- 
ness of the situation and in a loud 
voice, which only added to the confu- 
sion, called to the terror-stricken peo- 
ple to be seated. No one listened, and 
despite his frantic appeal a rush, start- 
ed that meantdeata to many that were 
in it. 


The horrible shrieks sent up by the 


prostrate persons added to the confu- 
sion, and by this time ev^n the cooler • 
ones in the rear of the fighting mass 
of men, women and children became 
terror-stricken. Strong men, in fear 
that the biiilding was falling, leaped 
over the heads of women and children 
and fought only for their own safety. 
The terrific crush in the bend of the 
stairs became so great that the balus- 
trade, which WPS only a frail wooden 
affair, gave way. There was a terrible 
crash as half a hundred persons were 
precipitated to the floor, a distance of 
10 or 12 feet. This heightened the in- 
tensity of th? panic, and the rash be- 
came an awful jam. 


E. W. Johnson, pastor of tha church, 


said: "The church, was not crowded, 
it was not even well filled. The col- 
lection was being taken tip when a 
woman sitting in a front pew cried 
'fire' and started to ma down the 
aisle. I smelled smoke, but felt sure 
there was no danger. My congrega- 
tion, however, became panic-stricken, 
and.no human being could stop the 
rush for the doors,"

After the first of February the 


sheriff will receive fifty cents a day 
with which to feed prisoners in the 
county jail. This was one of the 
moat Important actions taken by the 
commissioners and IB in line with 
the general policy of retrenchment 
which seems to prevail in public 
places throughout the state. Here- 
tofore the sheriff of Allen county has 


m allowed £0 cents a day for 


each prisoner and the cut 
of 10 


cents will probably not be received 
with very much satisfaction by Mr. 
VanGunten, the new official. 
It has 


been held as an argument against 
the reduction thai H cost more than 
the 60 cents formerly allowed to feed 
each prisoner, but the commission- 
ers, after due consideration, have 
decided that 50 cents will give every 
prisoner all he needs to eat and 
leave a margin of profit for the 
sheriff. 
There are restaurants in 


the city which charge less than thbi 
a day to feed their patrons, and 
it is thought that what is possible 
for a restauranteur, who is in tne 
business for a living, is equally pos- 
sible for the sheriff, who 4s not 
compelled to cater to the esthetic 
tastes of his guests, but is merely 
asked to give them enough to eat 
to satisfy their hunger.
